So long as the de- 
cline continues,—so long as property falls in 
value in money,—so long will it be out of 
market and unsalable at any price, and so 
long will it decline in productive value. So 
will the debtor population be bound 
hand and foot in hopeless insolvency. 


In the resumption of specie payments 


there was hope of a resumption of values, a 
resumption of trade, a resumption of ven- 
tures and comparative speculation, a renewal 
of consumption, and a fresh impetus to pro- 
duction and to the employment of labor. In 
short, having a fixed and permanent basis, 
all the elements of prosperity—capital and 
labor—would be put in active operation. 
But specie payments on the exclusive gold 
standard is such an impossibility that such a 
result cannot even be hoped for. 

The abolition of the dual standard was an 
outrage upon the country, and an evil of even 
greater magnitude in a purely pecuniary 
sense than the War itself. It has crippled 
and disabled the country. It has contributed 
to swell national and all other debts. It has 
postponed specie payments indefinitely. It 
has added to the value of gold; it has re- 
duced the relative value of silver, wheat, 
vorn, cotton, and every other product of the 
United States, and of every other descrip- 
tion of property. It is a national calamity 
under which the country must suffer and lan- 
guish until Congress shall repeal the iniquity 
and restore the dual standard of gold and 
silver. 

We trust that the péople in their power 
will not overlook this questien at the polls. 
Democrats and Republicans can be found in 
every district who will pledge themselves 
that if elected to Congress they will vote te 
restore the silver standard—the silver dollar. 
Let the people of the West vote for no other 
candidates. We repeat, specie payments on 
the gold standard must continue to be an 
impossibility. The only hepe for specie 
payments; the only hope for any return of 
business, trade, manufactures, er exchanges, 
or investments im property, is for a restora- 
tion of the double standard of silver as well

THE CONDITION OF WHEAT. 

The condition of the wheat in store in this 
city has been the cause of much anxiety for 
several weeks past; and it now appears to 
have been the subject of no little misrepre- 
sentation. The cry was raised here that the 
wheat was hot, and the statement was tele- 
graphed to New Tork and Liverpool. As a 
consequence, prices declined badly, because 
buyers held aloof, afraid to touch it. Some 
three weeks ago a commission firm in this 
city decided to take the risk, and forwarded 
a cargo of our No. 2 to Lower Canada. The 
news was received yesterday to the effect 
that the grain had arrived in first-class con- 
dition, and the report was accompanied by 
orders to buy more. This encouraged other 
parties to operate, and vessels have been 
sent to several of the elevators to load, the 
wheat drawn out being in each case satisfac- 
tory to the shipper. 

The wheat being now in good order, there 
is no farther occasion to fear, the most un- 
favorable part of the season beingover. As 
stated in our article of several days ago, the 
wheat that has arrived on the seaboardin bad 
condition, and since become heated in the 
New York warehouses, is chiefly wheat 
which was billed through from country 
points without being subjected to inspection 
inthis city or Milwaukee. The grain was 
too damp to be graded here as No. 2, which 
was a prominent reason for not sending it 
here, though that fact was not stated with 
unnecessary prominence by the country 
shippera. The wheat which has passed into 
store in Chicago as No. 2 has well stood the 
test of the very severe weather of this sum- 
mer; and a knowledge of that fact will not 
redound to the discredit of eur city as a grain 
market in the future. 

The worst feature in the case is that the 
howling about hot wheat appears to have 
been chiefly done by parties who do not own 
a single grain of it, either hot or cold, but 
seized the opportunity te bear prices in their 
own interest, witheut considering that the 
farmer was thus impoverished by not realiz- 
ing enough money to pay the cost of rais- 
ing the wheat and forwarding it to market. 
These parties deserve equal blame with that 
other class who were accursed in the olden 
time for forestalling the market, and are 
carefully hedged in by the rules of our Board 
of Trade to-day se that they may do no 
bann. To the ordinary thinking man what

MISSOURI. 

The Missouri Republicans met in Conven- 
tion en Wednesday last and nominated an 
exceedingly strong ticket, for which they 
will poll the largest Republican vote ever 
cast in that State. The present delegation 
in Congress is solid [Confederate. The Re- 
publicans expect to redeem the First and 
Tenth Districts, and hope to carry the 
Third, Sixth, Seventh, and Ninth. In 1874 
—the bad year for Republicans—the State

They will give Hares 150,000 at the very 
lowest, and may poll 10,000 more.

The establishment of an overland trade with 


Western China has for many vears been the 
of earnest consideration by British 


merchants, both in England and in India. The 
route by the Straits and the Indian Archipelago, 
which commerce between the two nations has 
been hitherto obliged to travel, is long and 
dangerous, affording a marked contrast with 
the shorter and easier way leading from 
Burma into the rich Provinces of Yun- 
nan and Sz-chuen, and thence east to the 
open ports on the Chinese coast. The feasibili- 
ty of various routes had been energetically can- 
vussed; yet, as the country they must traverse 
was wholly unknown, speculations concerning 
them were mainly chimerical. The first step to-- 
ward the accomplishment of the aim in view 
was the dispatch of a surveying expedition 
through the territory lying in the path of the 
projected linc of traffic. A regular trade be- 
tween Mandalay, the Royal city of Burma, and 
China, by way of Bhamo, a town ncar the Chi- 
mese frontier, had long existed; and it was re- 
solved by the Government of India to test the 
possibility of opening this route to the passage 


of British commerce. 

Accordingly, in 1808 an expedition, consisting 
of five English officials, escorted by a guard of 
fifty armed police, the whole under the direction 
of Maj. Sladen, Political Resident of Mandalay, 
was fitted out, with the chief objects of discov- 
ering the disposition toward the enterprise of 
the various tribes inhabiting Yunnan, 
and of examining the physical conditions of 
the route. Mandalay, a city of at least 100,000 
inhabitants, founded by the present King of 
Burma on his accession in 1853, was chosen as 
the point of departure; and there the members 
ef the mission assembled early in January. The 
ton is situated on a rising ground 3 miles from 

the Irawady River, with which it is connected 
by a populous suburb composed of houses of 

teak, each surrounded by a garden inclosed 
witha fence of bamboo 8 to 10 feet high, and 
the whole embowered in magnificent tamarind, 
plantain, and palm trees.

On the 18th of Jammary the expedition left 
Mandalay for the bvat-journey to Bhamo, a 
town that had previously been visited by very 
few English explorers. Prior to 1867 only four 
English steame-s had ascended the Irawady as 
high as Mandalay, and the condition of the river 
beyond was problematical. It proved to be 
na ble eveu at this season of low water, and 
its shores presented a great variety of bold and 

‘turesque scenery along much of the way,— 

ftv headiands clothed with forests to the wa- 
ter’s edge, alternating with luxuriant dells or- 
eupied by flourishing villages. Four days of un- 
eventful travel brought the party to Bhamo 
distant 230 miles, where the real dangers au 
difficulties of their expedition were to begin. 

This entrepot of tue Chinese and Burmese 
trade occupies a high prominence on the left 
bank of the Irawady. It is about a mile in 
length, and is surrounded by a stockade 9 feet 
in height, formidable to assailing natives, yet 
pot strong erough to cxclude tigers, which tre- 
quently enter the town at night and make-away 
with some luckless inhabitant. The popula- 
tion, numbering about 2,500, consists prin- 
tipaly of Shban-Burmese,—a_ peaceable, in- 
dustrious, and good-natured race. About 
20 Chinese merchants occupy the 
eentral portion of the town, dwelling in one- 
storied cottages built of sun-dried brick. To 
the right of Bhamo stretch the high range of 
Kakhyen hills, peopled by a wild, warlike 
tribe, from whose depredations the town is a 
continual sufferer. It was through the country 
of the Kakhyens that the expedition sought to 
— and negotiations for the right of way were 

mediately commenced on their arrival at 
Bhamo. ä 

Yunnun was at this time convalsed by an in- 
ternecine strife between the Mohammedan 
Chinese, called by the Burmese, Panthays, and 
the Imperialists. The former had succeeded in 

ing a partial severeignty over that por- 

tion of the province extending from Momein to 
Tali-fu. Much of the remainder of the terri- 
tory had been devastated, while all was in a 
state of excitement and disorder. These un- 
nate circumstances threw many obstacles

After the downfall of the Mohamm 1 
in Yunnan, in 1874, the Burma-Chinese trade, 
which had declined for some years, was greatly 
revived; and it was resolved by the Indian Gov- 
ernment to make a fresh attempt to open an 
overland route into China for British enterprise. 
In January, 1875, asecond expedition—in w 
as in the first, Dr. Anderson filled the post 
medical officer and naturalist—left Mandalay to 
examine the capabilities of the country beyond 
Momein, and, ble, to discover an easier 
and better route t the old one from Bhamo. 
To secure the success of the mission, Mr. 
Magary, a young and promising member of the 
British Consular Service at Pekin, was dis-

ron STupENTs AND THE PuBLic. By Herserr 
Broom, LL. D., Author of ‘* Legal Maxims,” 
**Commentaries on the Common Law, etc. 
12 mo., pp 271. New York: Hurd & Houghton. 
The title of this work is captivating, and the 

subject is one which can tax the powers of the 
greatest mind. Law lies at the root of all so- 
ciety, and a treatise on the Philosophy of Law 
should be almost a history of society and civil- 
ization. It would need to grapple with 
the questions which are at the founda- 
tion of all civil government; it 
should explain what are man’s individual rights, 
how they are modified by the combination of 
individuals into a community, and how those 
rights are surrendered or delegated to repre- 
sentatives for the common good. By so doing, 
it would show the principles of natural right 
on which all laws are based, and enable the 
reader to see how the various legal systems 
have grown,—diverse, yet springing from the 
same source. Such a work would bea vade- 
mecum for every legislator and statesman; and 
its study would do more to make every man 
his own lawyer than all the books ever written 


for that purpose. 

Judging from this standpoint,—and it is the 
only true one, —the work of Dr. Broom is any- 
thing but a treatise on the Philosophy of Law. 
Starting with a statement af what legal science 
is concerned with, the author coolly evades say- 
ing a word on the subject of what he claims to 
write. Hetells of what legal science treats, 
but not how it arose, nor what its relation is to 
the development of the human race. It might 
be simply said that the book has a wrong title; 
but there is no excuse for such a mistake. It is 
plainly false pretension. A moreappropriate and 
litting title would be Miscellaneous Notes on 
Legal Topics.” The principles which are stated 
are all true; the reports of adjudged cases cited 
are carefully analyzed, and the order of the 
topics discussed well chosen. In short, the 
work, as far as it goes, is good; but there is an 
attempt to covertoo much ground; to give a 
treatise on legal principles, and a compendium 
of leading cases, in one small volume. The re- 
sult is, necessarily, a failure. The fact, too, 
that all the illustrations are drawn from En- 

lish reports and statutes makes the work still 

ess interesting and instructive to the American 
reader. 

The intention of Dr. Broom, to lay down prin- 
ciples which might guide the man of business, 
as well as instruct the student, in the ordinary 
concerns of life, was most laudable. His repu- 
tation, well established by his Legal Maxims” 
and “* Commentaries on the Commun Law,” 
furnishes a strong assurance that he could suc- 
cessfully complete this, his latest and most diffi- 
eult unde That he has failed to succeed 
is not o to lack of legal knowledge, but to 
the want of power to grasp and analyze princi- 
ples, to se te the essential from the acci- 
dental; and, perhaps to that lack of self-reliance 
common to a lawyer, which leads him to prop 
up every statement by an array of precedents.

SHAKSPEARE’S REMAINS. 

A strenuous argument in favor of an examina- 
tion of the grave of Shakspeare is put forth by 
a writer in the American Bibliopolist. It is very 
properly urged that some more than idle 
curiosity would be served bythe final settle- 
ment of all doubts as to the contents of the 
tomb. If it should prove—as there is some 
faint hope it may—that the remains of the great 
poet are stil] in a state of preservation, render- 
ing it possible for a photograph of his features, 
or even of his skull, to be taken, the world 
would by such means be put in possession of 
what it now has not, an authentic and undis- 
puted portrait, or help to a portrait, of the man 
Shakspeare. “Let not’ the inscription on the 
tomb-stone prevent the exhumation,” it is 
pleaded, “for tl. is no proof that it was 
placed there at his request. Open the grave 
reverently, have the photographers ready, and 
the moment the coffin-lid is removed (if there 
be any) expose the plates, and see what will be the 
result. Then close up the grave, and, if nothing 
is accomplished, no harm would be done, and 
people would rest satisfied.”

The writer in the Bibliopholist cites a number 
of cases recorded in Miss Strickland's Queens 
of England,” where the bodies of the Royal 
dead have been exhumed centuries after their 
interment, and found to retain their perfect 
shape and semblance. The remains of William 
the Conqueror, who died in 1087, were disin- 
terred in 1542, and, writes Miss Strickland: 

On removing the stone cases, the body, which 
was corpulent, and exceeding in stature the tallest 
men then known, appeared as entire as when it 
was first buried. Within the tomb lay a plate of 
copper-gilt, on which was engraved an inscription 
in Latin verse. The Bishop, who was greatly sur- 

rised at finding the body in such perfect preserva- 
Sen. caused a painting to be executed of the 
Royal remains, in the state in which they then ap- 
red, by the best artist in Caen, and caused it to 
hung up on the abbey wall, opposite to the 
monument. . 

The tomb of the Princess Mary, daughter of 
Edward IV., who died in 1482, was opened in 
1817, and says Miss Strickland: 

The coffin of the Princess Mary, a beautiful girl 
of 15, who died the year before her father, was 
opened; a curl of hair of the most exquisite pale- 
gold had insinuated itself through the chii.ks of 
the coffin; the eyes, of a beautiful blue, were un- 
closed and bright, but fell dust soon after the ad- 
mission of air. 

Of Katherine Parr, the sixth Queen of Henry 
VIII., who died in 1551, the same author writes: 

She was originally interred on the north side of 
the altar of the then splendid chapel of Sudley, 
and a murat tablet of sculptured alabaster was 
placed above her tomb. The chapel is now de- 
spoiled aad in ruins, the roofless walls alone re- 
maining. The history of Queen Katherine's 
death and interment, from the document 
in the Herald's office, having been published 
in Ruddes’ History of Gloucestershire, some ladies 
who happened to be at Ludely Castle in May, 1782, 
determined to examine the ruined chapel. Observ- 
ing a large block of alabaster fixed in the north wall 
of the chapel, they imagined that it might be the 
back of a monument that had once been fixed there. 
Led by this hint, they had the ground opened not 
far from there, and about a foot from the surface 
they found a leaden envelope, which they opened 
in two places, —on the face and breast, -und found 
it to contain a human body wrapped in cerecloth. 
Upon removing the on that covered the face, 
they discovered the featares, particularly the eyes, 
in the most perfect state of rvation.

One of the most remarkable missiles invented 
by a savage race is the boomerang,—the instru-

MAJ. ANDRE. 

A recent writer has furnished some particu- 
lars with regard to the parentage ot the II- 
fated Maj. John Andre, which are not generally 
known. His father, Anthony Andre, a mer- 
chant in London, was a native of Geneva, and 
the grandson of John Andre, of Nismes. He 
was naturalized by an aet of Parliament in 1748, 
and died at Hackney, April 14, 1700, 
when John was a youth of 18. The wife of 
Anthony Andre was ng Ayenye daughter of 
Paul Girardat, of Paris. The two sons and t 
daughters born of the ma all died single. 
The remains of Maj. John who was hung 
Oct. 2, 1780, were conveyed to England, by com- 
mand of the Duke of York, in and a monu- 
ment to his memory was erected in Westminster 
Abbey. His younger brother, William, was cre- 
ated a Baronet in 1791, in Pag, So of Maj. 
Andre’s services; but the title e extinct 
with the death of the Baronet in 1802. The 
mother of Maj. Andre survived beth her sons, 
and died at Bath in 1813, at the age of 91. 


TURKEY IN EUROPE. 

Dr. Yakshich, of Belgrade,—said to be an au- 
thority on the subject,—estimates the popula- 
tion of Turkey in Europe, exciusive of the 
Principalities, at 8,000,000, of whom 3,000,000 are 
Slavs. In addition to these, there are 1,500,000 


Servians and 1 making 4,500,000 
Slavs in a total population of 9,500,000. The 
number of Mohaminedans is estimated by Dr. 
Yackshich at 3,880,000. They are fewer than 
the Christians, yet have the advantage of hojd- 
ing the reins of power.

FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO. 

Tue Mint Famity.—The members of the 
Mint Family, or Labiata, are characterized by a 
few marked traits which make it an easy mat- 
ter to recognize them. They are aromatic herbs, 
with four-cornered stems, opposite leaves, bi- 
labiate or two-lipped corollas, and a four-lobed 
ovary, which, when mature, forms four little 
seed-like nutlets. The family is large, number- 
ing about 2,400 species, and is distributed 
abundantly through temperate regions. They 
form about 1-40th of the flora in the United 
States andin Tropical America, 1-24th of the 
flora in France, 1-26th in Germany 1-40th in 
Lapland, 1-2lst in Sicily, and 1-19th in the Ba- 
learic Islands. Two hundred or more species 
are found in India, while none occur in Melville 
Island. In our own flora there are only 3 
species. 

In the low grounds west and south of us, the 
Wood-Sage (Teucrium Canadense) is common. 
Its pale-purple or white flowers are crowded in 
long, slender spikes, crowning a branching plant 
from 1 to 8 feet high. The Wild Mint (Ae 
Canadensis) is found at Calumet and Hyde Park, 
but is not plentiful. The herb has the odor of 
Pennyroyal, and its small flowers are clustered 
in the axils of the leaves. Two species of Lyco- 
pus (Water-Hoarhound) occur sparingly at Cal- 
umet: the L. Zuropeus, and L. Sinnatus. On
